‘THE KILLING of leftist leader Arturo Tabara al- 
legedly by the New People's Army (NPA) won't 
affect the ongoing peace process between the 
government and the communist-led National 
Democratic Front (NDF), government peace 
negotiator Silvestre Bello Ш said yesterday. 

Bello said the government panel was “as- 
sessing the situation" to find out if the Com- 
i munist Party of the Philippines (CPP) and the 

NPA, its armed wing, were really involved. 
e cannot rush to conclusions, And even 
if the conclusion would say this or that, it 
should not affect the peace process," Bello 
said in a telephone interview. 

Suspected NPA hitmen gunned down Tabara, 
53, and his daughter's fiancé, Stephen Ong, 19, 
at the SM Fairview parking lot last Sunday. Po- 
lice said the gunmen were members of the NPA. 

Authorities continued their pursuit of Tabara's 
killers as they disclosed that a witness had sur- 
faced who might be able to identify them, 

National Capital Region Police Office Di- 
rector Avelino Razon said sketches of two of 
the three suspects had been circulated to all 
units of the command. 

Razon said the sketches were provided by a 
driver who was parking his employers car at 
SM Fairview at the time of the killing. 

The witness told police that at about 6:30 
p.m. of Sept. 26, he noticed the abrupt arrival 
of three men, two of whom were carrying ba- 
by Armalite rifles and two-way radios. 

He said the shooting began as the suspects 
approached Tabara's Toyota Revo which was 
about to enter the parking lot. The witness 
said he ducked inside his vehicle when he 
heard the shots, 

The witness at first refused to cooperate 
with investigators out of fear, but constant 
prodding and assurances by Central Police 
District operatives that his identity would be 
withheld helped change his mind. 

‘The suspects appeared "determined, firm 
and wellcoordinated" in their movements, 
Senior Supt. Nicasio Radovan Jr, CPD direc- 
tor, quoted the witness as saying. 

‘One of them was at least 827, between 25 
and 30 years old, of slim build, dark-skinned 
and wearing a black long-sleeved shirt, denim. 
pants, baseball cap and slippers, Radovan said. 

“The second suspect was at east 30 years old, 
53", of medium build and dark-skinned. Не 
was carrying a hand-held radio and wearing a 
beige shirt and brown pants, Radovan said.

“While the appeal to humanitarian consid- 
eration is welltaken, the court has no discre 
tion whether or not to suspend the remaining 
accused due to the mandatory nature of the 
preventive suspension,” said the resolution 
penned by Associate Justice Rolando Jurado 
and concurred in by Associate Justices Teresita

But the Aug. 24 order, released to the press 
this week, has yet to be implemented as the 
lawyers of the accused officials have filed a 
motion for reconsideration.

Rafael 
Mariano (Anakpawis) yesterday 
spouted these words in outrage 
over the P324,287 in cellular 
phone bills that former Agricul- 
ture Secretary Luis Lorenzo had 
charged to the government, 

Wait, there's more, 

“Extravagant, indiscriminate, 
fishy.” 

This from Kilusang Magbubukid 
ng Pilipinas (KMP) secretary gener- 
al Danilo Ramos, expressing disgust 
that Lorenzo had made Livecor, a 
livelihood agency attached to the 
Deparment of Agriculture, pay for 
private trips in a Lear jet, The 
tab—"over P440,000." 

Both accusers brandished au- 
dit reports to back up their 
claims. 

Mariano released a copy of a 
memorandum written by Dennis 
Isip, resident auditor of the Com- 
mission on Audit at the state-run 
Quedan and Rural Credit Guar- 
antee Corp, to which Lorenzo 
had charged the phone expenses. 
As agriculture chief, Lorenzo was 
also chair of Quedancor. 

‘Addressed to Ma. Teresa Dimo, 
Quedancor vice president, the 
memo referred to seven vouchers 
for Lorenzo's Globe Telecom pay- 
ments, one of which amounted to 
P155,036.96, The bills were 
charged to the corporation's op- 
erating fund for 2003. Тһе re- 
maining six vouchers provided 
for payments ranging from 
P18,000 to more than P33,000. 


President's favorite 

Ina statement, Mariano said it 
was “utterly outrageous, unac- 
ceptable and unjust that one of 
the Presidents favorite boys 
spends hundreds of thousands 
lin] cellular phone bills alone.” 

He said the money “could have 
been used for much-needed agri- 
cultural and credit support to 
farmers,” 

In the same breath, КМРУ 
Ramos said the money used to 
pay for Lorenzo's Lear jet trips 
with Subic International Air 
Charter Inc. “could have been 
used instead to alleviate the suf- 
fering of farmers [through irriga- 
tion or livelihood projects.” 


Charter flights 

He said the charter flights, tak- 
en early last year, “violated Exec- 
utive Order No. 248 and COA Cir- 
cular No. 96-004, which both 
state that officials should use or- 
dinary public conveyance or cus- 
tomary modes of transportation." 

Ramos challenged Congress: 
“This should be investigated im- 
mediately. Lorenzo's new ap- 
pointment should also be held 
pending the result of a full-blown 
investigation [of] the accounts of 
the DA during his term." 

Carl Anthony Ala, KMP public 
information office, couldn't agree 
more. "Our plunder case against 
Lorenzo involving the alleged 
P728 million fertilizer scam has yet 
to be settled," he said, "and [al- 
ready these new cases] come to the 
fore. This strengthens our (соп. 
tention] that, indeed something 
big and fishy stinks in the DA.” 


No restraint 

In the memo dated Feb. 18, 
2004, Isip told Dimo: “Examina- 
tion of the Globe statement of ac- 
count of Secretary Lorenzo illus 
trates no restraint at all in the uti- 
lization of his mobile phone." 

Isip reminded Dimo thata COA 
circular and the government ac- 
counting and auditing manual al- 
so described such expenditures as 
incurred without judiciousness 
and economy.”

‘The triplets, a boy and two girls, 
came a minute apart, with the. 
first born at 8:39 a.m. Their par- 
ents named them Joshua Jay, 
Jovelyn and Jonalyn. 

"The couple, who are from West 
Fairview in Quezon City, were ac- 
tually expecting quadruplets. 
Still, Santos said, "this [triplets] 
is rare.”

When а woman 
gets pregnant, she and her hus- 
band have nine months to pre- 
pare for it. We expect our mothers 
and fathers to be responsible."

Indigents 

‘And so Jose and Jocelyn, while 
awaiting results of the government 
hospitals routine screening to de- 
termine whether they are classifi- 
able as “indigents’—and, there- 
fore, free of all charges—have 
something urgent to worry about. 

‘The triplets have been placed in 
separate incubators, They need to 
be given surfactant, a substance 
that would open up their air pas- 
sages in their "very weak” lungs, 
зо they could take in enough оху:

е Disapproved loan applications ("How 
come they can't take out a loan anymore 
when their contributions are automatically 
deducted from their salaries?").. 

* Loan payments not properly reflected in 
the records even if the loans were incurred 
years ago and had been paid since. 

* Members not getting their payments ac- 
cording to their insurance policies even if 
these had matured. 

"The records of our non-teaching person- 
nel are even worse,” Alidon said. 

Publi school teachers and DepEd employ. 
ees assigned outside Metro Manila have to 
take a leave from work and travel to the de- 
partments headquarters in Pasig City to try to 
Teconcile their payroll records with the GSIS 
records, 

Unless they correct their records, employ- 
ees may not be able to get the full amount of 
their retirement benefits corresponding to 
their length of service, 

Alidon said the records mess at the GSIS 
extended even to ranking career officials. He 
said a DepEd director in Mindanao who re- 
cently retired was shocked to be informed by 
the GSIS that he had an outstanding loan of 
P1.2 million, 

“Were building a case against Winston 
Garcia,” said Alidon, a lawyer. He said the 
union would continue its protest actions until 
Garcia is forced to resign.

At the House, locos Norte Rep. Imee Mar.

"This “blind faith” hinted at Garcia's unusu- 
al clout and tended to bolster suspicion that 
the Palace feared what he would do if the ad- 
ministration withdrew its support from him, 
Marcos said. 

“1t seems that Garcia has an ace up his 
sleeve as far as his relationship with Mala- 
cafiang is concerned. Can it be because, as re- 
ports have it, the questionable transactions 
entered into by the GSIS under Garcia had the 
imprimatur of someone in the Palace?" she 
said. 

Marcos said Garcia would be forced to tell 
all, including the names of those behind the 
controversial GSIS deals, once his grilling 
starts 

Anakpawis Rep. Crispin Beltran said the 
President's refusal to axe Garcia only showed 
that he had power over her. 

"The President continues to retain him not 
so much because she believes that Garcia is 
the man for the job as because she fears him,” 
Beltran said, addin 

"Garcia is keeping secrets that involve the 
President—secrets that if and when re- 
vealed could be grounds for [her] impeach- 
ment.

Not in his interest 

At a press briefing, GSIS executive vice 
president Enriqueta Disuanco denied allega 
tions that the move to transfer GSIS deposits 
from the state-owned Land Bank ofthe Philip- 
Pines to Union Bank of the Philippines was 
done in Garcia's interest. 

She said the decision to transfer the de- 
posits was made after a strict bidding process, 
in which Landbank did not bother to partici- 
pate, 

"The technical working group of the GSIS 
made a thorough financial and technical 
evaluation of the submitted proposals.

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Fishing 
IKE a spotlight, the attention of the Catholic Bish- 
Le Conference has zeroed in on barangays. 
Specifically, the disposition by barangays, of their 
internal revenue allotments. The CBCP National Secre- 
tariat for Social Action, Justice and Peace says that while 
the attention of the public and non-government organi- 
zations is focused on corruption in high places, the cor- 
ruption at the local level is being ig- 
EDITORIAL nored. 

Our barangays get P3.3 billion a year 
from the national treasury. The potential for abuse due to 
unwise spending of these barangay allotments is best 
demonstrated by the cut-off amount budgeted for 
barangays. If your barangay has a population of at least 
100 (a small barangay indeed), then your community can 
enjoy a minimum budget of P80,000 a month. In a coun- 
try where P100 paid daily to poor people aimlessly 
sweeping and weeding the roadside helped propel an in- 
cumbent president to victory, particularly in the 
provinces where P100 is stilla lot of money, the barangay 
allocations represent alot of cash. 

The CBCP says these amounts aren't reaching baran- 
gay residents but are being squandered away on frivoli- 
ties indulged in by officials. From dining out and using 
public money to foot the bill, to paying for junkets more 
in aid of recreation than governance, the money can eas- 
ily go to waste if no one makes barangay officials ac- 
countable. 

That is well and good. The the CBCP also makes a good 
point in suggesting that public watchdogs and even the 
public itself are too much interested in catching the “big 
fish,” while letting the small fry indulge in misbehavior as 
well 

The only problem with the statements of the CBCP and 
its organs is that while the intention is good, the effect 
may not be what is piously intended. Just like a spotlight, 
the newfound attention of the CBCP focused on the “little 
fish" just might allow the "big fish” to escape, just when а 
confluence of the looming fiscal crisis and public disgust 
with oficial irresponsibility is resulting in inescapable 
political pressure for officials to start living and acting 
more simply. After all, a “big fish” has yet to be caught. 
What's more, any real achievement in netting more than 
one big fish has yet to be registered. 

Perhaps it would be more useful for the CBCP to focus 
its energies on keeping up public pressure on national 
officials to conform with the public clamor for simple 
living, while exhorting, as it already has, basic Chris- 
tian communities and parishes to keep focused on the 
spending of public funds on the barangay level. The 
tangled web of corruption includes all our officials, 
both on the national and local level. The politician at 
the top skimming off public funds only does so if an op- 
portunity to skim has also been given the official at the 
low end of the political totem pole. One can easily lead 
to the other in the chain of evidence necessary to con- 
vict any crook. 

We would prefer a more holistic approach. Efforts to 
identify, prosecute and convict corrupt officials at the 
top have been hampered by a lack of information and ev- 
idence on how they manage to break the law. Such infor- 
mation and evidence are abundant at the local level, 
where community members often know who's stealing 
what, except that they're afraid of the national figures 
who protect, and are protected by, abusive local offi- 
cials. 

Tagging irresponsible officials on the barangay level 
should not, for a moment, reduce the momentum build- 
ing to do the same for politicians and bureaucrats in na- 
tional positions. Rather, the CBCP's move should be 
seen, and guided, as an effort to spread the net wider, 
and catch all the crooks: both in the local and national 
levels. 

Each of our 41,974 barangays has a whole roster of 
politicians who are linked by ties of patronage and even 
blood to politicos in municipalities, provinces, Congress 
and Malacafang. To trace the deals that spread cash 
among them is to tie up the loose ends that have allowed 
generations of criminally irresponsible officials to get 
away, if not with murder, then with robbing our country 
blind. 
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A FEW days ago at Farmers Plaza, I met a 
friend whom I had not seen for a long time. He 
was a former Jesuit novice whom 1 first met 
when Iwas in high school during a summer im- 
mersion in Zamboangita, а far-flung area of 
Bukidnon where the Jesuits do missionary 
‘work among poor indigenous people. There 
we saw what rural poverty was: people dying 
young and ignorant because there was no ac- 
ess to health service and education. Talking 
with him and the other novices I was with that 
time, realized that one of the main attractions 
of becoming a Jesuit is the opportunity to serve 
the poor and marginalized. 

Since then, this friend has been in and out of 
the Sociery of Jesus several times, unable to 
decide whether to choose Christ or Christine. 
When I saw him four years ago, he said he had 
just left the Society again. 

After that, we lost touch with each other until 
that meeting in Cubao. He was stil as funny аз 
before and kept referring to mutual friends as 
“amaw” (buffoon or fool, in Cebuano) while in- 
quiring about them. I was surprised to learn that 
he was in Manila to take the bar exams. I had no

told him I quit, opting instead to go to Japan 
to learn is language and culture. He called me 
amawfor that. 

But when I told him I am connected with a

evil, he decided to choose the latter by becom- 
inga lawyer (he could be right on this one).

He said that becoming a lawyer was the 
surest way to become rich and then corrected 
himself by saying that maybe becoming a Je- 
suit was. We laughed some more. (But per- 
haps, he didn't know how much executives in 
government-owned and -controlled corpora- 
ons were earning.

Although he seemed to be joking about the 
legal profession, 1 wouldn't be surprised if he 
wasn't. Many aspiring lawyers hold such 
View. So much so that some would do just 
about anything to ensure that they become 
lawyers and become rich. Remember the leak- 
age in the bar exams last year? Such despera- 
tion is fed mostly by a culture that puts too 
much premium on power, prestige and money. 
Aska child who wants to become a lawyer why 
he wants to be one and the straightforward re- 
Ply is to become rich. And in these times oferi- 
sis, the lure of money understandably could 
even be stronger. 

1 myself went to the UP College of Law for 
the wrong reasons. was there for the prestige. 
Afterall, what could be more prestigious than 
getting into an institution that produced four 
presidents (Laurel, Quirino, Roxas and Mar- 
cos) and 11 chief justices of the Supreme 
Court? Relatively, easy money of course, was 
another factor. So am glad Пей. could have 
become a lawyer, bur for the wrong reasons. 


There is a great need for good lawyers. 
Working with the urban poor in the past three 
years has made me realize that equality before 
the law, in many instances, is in name only. In 
reality, it hasn't been so. The mere process of 
getting access to water, for example, could be 
laden with legal obstacles. Just imagine the le- 
gal maze they have to go through in their at- 
‘tempts to have security of tenure, which is a 
more difficult process. They need to enlist the 
help of all the good legal warriors they can get. 

But there are only a few of them willing to 
work with the poor and marginalized. So much 
so that they are called the alternative lawyers. 1 
know some from Saligan who are teaching ur- 
ban poor leaders about their rights and train- 
ing them on legal processes. And of course, we 
know the work of the Free Legal Assistance 
Group. But we need more of these people. 

Chief Justice Hilario Davide Jr. has said: ‘It. 
is troubling that the lawyers who advocate 
worthy causes, often without certainty of re- 
muneration, are called alternative. An alterna- 
tive is a second choice. You should be consid- 
егей the mainstream. The first choice, the true. 
and ideal lawyers; better yet, the conscience of 
the legal profession." 

Let us hope that we will have "true and ideal 
lawyers? in the future, especially for those who 
cannot promise "certainty of remuneration." 
But first they have to pass the bar exams. 

So let us pray that they did not add to the 
toxic atmosphere of desperation that is engulf- 
ing our country now by resorting to dirty tac- 
"ics just to pass the exams. To uphold justice in 
the future, they have to be honest now. Other- 
wise, four years of studying the law would all 
come to nothing. 

As for my friend, becoming a lawyer will be 
a great opportunity for him to continue his vo- 
cation, although in a different way. just hope 
his jokes were just jokes, We do need a dose of 
them in these times of anxiety. 


Why Filipinos sacrifice for family but not nation 


THE ONE thing going for President Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo's call for national sacrifice is that 
Filipinos are naturals when it comes to self-de- 
nial. What perplexes me is why we are so open- 
ly cynical that anyone would actually forgo 
personal profit for the public good at this time 
of fiscal crisis. 

Look at the OFWs who forfeit the best years 
of their lives, doing work beneath their educa- 
tion and past jobs in Manila, го live among cold 
strangers for whom they are invisible, easily 
replaceable help so they can send siblings to 
school. Look at Filipino fathers and mothers 
who surrender to а life of never-ending 
work—all to ensure their children's future. 
Look at working students, who do a whole 
day's shift at fast-food counters, and proceed 
toschool just when the rest of the world takes a 
break, inspired | am sure not just by lofty 
dreams for themselves but as well by the 
thought of simple consumer purchases for 
their folks—a TV here, a CD player there. 

But who is surprised at the Filipino's capaci- 
ty for selfless love? Afterall, we Filipinos are 
programmed from binh for self-sacrifice. Hey, 
Wwe are Asia's largest Catholic nation, and while 
for the rest of Christianity the high point of the 
religious year is Christmas, for us Filipinos, i's 
Good Friday—3 p.m. to be exact after the read- 
Ing of the Seven Last Words. Yes, indeed, Beth- 
lehems and Epiphanies take a back seat to Cal- 
vary in the Pinoy imagination, which then p 
ceeds to leave little to the imagination and ac 
tually flagellates and crucifies willing volun- 
teers who wish to atone for mankind's sins 
(and who then get featured on reality TV). 

‘Why then do we find it so difficult to sacri- 
fice for the nation? During the 1997 Asian fi- 
nancial crisis, the Thai and South Korean gov- 
ernments got voluntary donations of personal 
wealth, including jewelry from their caring cit- 
izens.

We live for the family, though we die forthe na- 
tion. We give to the family, but we take from 
the nation, 

As with life's thorniest dilemmas, 1 found 

the explanation in "The Godfather.” I recall the 
scene when Michael announced to his brothers 
that he had enlisted for the US Marines to fight 
in World War Il, and his eldest brother Sonny 
asked why on earth he was willing to lay down 
his life for strangers, for people not of his own 
blood (and, Sonny, adds, shoot enemies from 
afar, rather than up close, Mafia style). 1 sup- 
pose that being an immigrant family at that 
time, they were estranged from the American 
mainstream, felt no bond with the nation and 
thus formed their own world, their Cosa Nos- 
wa. 
‘Why then do we, homegrown natives to 
these Philippine Islands, feel just as estranged 
from our government, as if we were outsiders 
shunted by this nation to its outer margins? 
The practical answer is, we prefer the family to 
the state because the family will always be 
with us through life's trials and crises. ts sup- 
port is bankable, so to speak. In contrast, the 
government cannot guarantee returns on our 
"investments" because there are cheaters and 
free-riders every step of the way. 

Indeed, that is so true. But bankability alone 
cannot explain stories of OFWs and parents 
who keep on toiling for thankless progeny, or 
stories of the Ate, a nurse in some desert king- 
dom, who keeps on sending hard-earned dol- 
lars to bum siblings who live profligate lives. 
Certainly there is more to the Filipino capacity 
to sacrifice for kin, and his urge to translate ev- 
ery meaningful friendship into kin-like rela- 


tions, like ninongs and ninangs in baptisms, 
and the ever-broadening circle of kumpares 
and kumares 

The academic answer is that we disbelieve 
the governments call for sacrifice because the 
Philippine state does not symbolize for us the 
public interest. Historically, the Philippine 
state did not emerge organically from villages 
and townships, but was from the beginning 
alien to our day-to-day lives, the legal device 
for either alien or elite conquest. We are a re- 
public only in name, but in reality, a loose con- 
federation of tribal fiefdoms. For us, the state 
does not represent Jean-Jacques Rousseau's 
notion of the General Good. For us, rather, the 
state is nothing but an arena for the pursuit of 
private profit, where narrow-minded, single- 
issue interest groups lobby for their selfish 
agenda. For us, the state exists so that compet- 
ing elites can have their turn at the till without 
cutting each other's throats. 

Hence the irony. We can die for a sure but 
abstract cause like “Philippine democracy” but 
will not gamble our wealth on the earthly 
promise of staving off a fiscal deficit. For the in- 
tangibles, we can remain the selfless Filipinos 
oflegend, and project unto the nation the ideal 
of oneness that erstwhile we had reserved only 
for family. But for matters more tangible, our 
cost-benefit mind clicks into place and asks not 
Just how much but why. 

‘Even in my optimistic moments, what I find 
more worrisome about the President's сай for 
national sacrifice is not that it will fail but that. 
it will succeed, because that will up the ante in 
public expectations and raise the bar that gov- 
erment must clear. Those who harken the call 
and pay the price will demand clean govern- 
ment, lean and focused. The poor in whose 
name the callis made will ask, "Where did it all 
30?” The fiscal crisis might yet lead to a truly 
functioning democracy, where people pay the 
true cost of governing themselves and, finally, 
earn the right to demand their money's worth.

The diplomatic corps, the inter- 
national press, the business community and the 
Filipino political elite looked forward to the 
МОРС speech for signals of policy change and its 
nuances, The МОРС, as the venue for catching 
the whiff of change before its gale force winds 
struck, was the equivalent of the National Press 
Club in Washington, D.C. 

"The MOPC was swept out by the change brought 
about by the restrictive political climate ofthe Mar- 
cos dictatorship. Из replacement, the Foreign Cor- 
respondents Association of the Philippines, has not. 
really regained the importance and prestige of the. 
МОРС, The Focap, organized during martial law, 
however, served the function of providing space for 
the expression of ideas and information question- 
ing those held by the Marcos dictatorship. 

“Taking advantage of the litle space conceded 
by Marcos to the international press, opposition 
politicians who had been deprived of a political fo- 
Tum by the closure of Congress, the restrictions on 
press freedom and the dismantling of the politcal 
parties, used Focap to ventilate dissenting views. 
‘They thought Focap was a political sanctuary that 
cloaked them with immunity from retaliation by 
Marcos. So, in those dark days, it was freedom of 
the press that was the last frontier of Philippine 
“democracy under a dictatorship. Freedom of the 
press was a sanctuary in which not only members 
ofthe press but also politicians sought refuge.

Lessons from Mr. & Mrs 


IN HIS new book "Family Planning Made Easy" 
which details how he helped teach rural families 
about family planning by communicating to them 
interms geared to their rural lifestyle and beliefs, 
Sen. Juan Flavier recounts the story of how his 
"star pupil" Mrs. Cruz nearly ruined his budding 
career as a family planning counselor. 

Feeling the need for a “credible” figure who 
commanded both respect and trust among the 
barrio women, Dr. Flavier invited Mrs. Cruz, the 
president of the mothers’ class, to come to the 
PRRM center for personal, one-on-one tutoring 
on the rhythm method, at that time the only 
known “reliable” method of "natural" family 
planning. Mrs. Cruz proved a most eager and 
adept student and teacher, and Dr. Flavier decid- 
ей to designate her barrio the focus of a study on 
the rhythm method. 

їп the first four months, no woman in Mrs. 
Cruz's barrio got pregnant, compared to a "control" 
barrio where one woman had gotten pregnant and 
another was suspected of being "on the way" in the 
same period. Then on the fifth month, one woman 
reported geting pregnant in the study bario, but 
this was no ordinary woman. She was no other 
than Mrs. Cruz, the doctor's model student! 

Worried about his and the program's reputa- 
tion, Flavier asked Mrs. Cruz what happened, and 
though at first reluctant to divulge the details, she 
finally told him. Her husband, it turns out, was a 
photographer in town and came home only on 
Sundays. That Sunday, he was feeling good be- 
cause he had earned a ot of money and was feel- 
ing very affectionate. But that Sunday was a 
“danger day" and as Flavier tells it, Mrs. Cruz 
confided that “we thought that a difference ofj 
опе day would not matter much. After all, whatis 
one day between friends." 

But to her credit, Mrs. Cruz did try to follow 
her lessons, As her husband nudged her on the el- 
Bow (he signal they developed after seven years 
of marriage), she turned to him and warned him 
that "it" was forbidden that day. "But why?" her 
husband wanted to know. "Because Dr. Flavier 
said so,” she said. 

‘At this point, her husband inquired angrily: 


THERE have been two landmark museum exhibi- 
tions this year. The first was the National Museum 
exhibit on Legaspi, and the second is the ongoing 
exhibit at the newly opened Ayala Museum. 

‘An assemblage of objects from various collec- 
tions abroad were brought to Manila for the 
Legaspi Exhibit, the most interesting for me be- 
ing a chest or baul from Mexico whose inside 
‘was painted with the earliest image of Intra- 
muros. While the painting is quite naive, it pro- 
vides a bird's eye view of life in the city at the 
time. The walls are there and so is the Pasig Riv- 
er, but what drew my attention is the Chinese 
ghetto outside the walls. Until then, I had only 
Seen this chest in photographs, so I went to the 
museum thrice to see it and people around won- 
dered what I was so excited about since other 
exquisite objects like salakots, religious images 
in ivory church pieces in precious metals, etc. all 
competed for attention. 

"Walling through the Legaspi Exhibit evokes 
mixed feelings. Many of the artifacts are so rare, 
and we do not have specimens of the same quality 
in museums in the Philippines. know itis asking. 
too much to even wish these were in our National 
Museum, but knowing our history, these objects 
would have been destroyed during the Battle for 
Manila in 1945. 

Tn a sense the Legaspi Exhibit was like a time 
capsule. These objects from the Philippines were 
brought to Mexico and Spain centuries ago. They 
survived and were cared for there. And they re- 
Turned to Manila almost in the same state in 
which they left. Rather than scream and press for 
repatriation, we should appreciate the care that 
went into their preservation. 

‘One would wish that more people came to see 
the exhibit, that it could have been brought tothe 
Visayas and Mindanao, that a complete catalogue 
be made available in English and Filipino. I know 
Tam asking too much, but then we should not 
stop dreaming. 

t took great effort and tact to bring all these 
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on whatever vested interests stand in my way” 

The speech was more of about a vision, a diee- 
tion, rather than policy. Those who expected poli 
cy initiatives must have been disappointed. Policy 
had been outlined on two previous occasions: at 
the Presidents inauguration on June 30 and at 
the Sona a month after. The themes of attack and 
priorities were defined in those which 
highlighted the fiscal deficit as the “most urgent" 
problem facing the nation. 

"here was no need to repeat that theme at the 
МОРС. What was expected was a soaring theme 
that could vault the nation’s spirits to the skies. 
Instead the President used the forum to do battle 
with "vested interests" standing in the way of ac- 
complishing the goals set out in the Sona. She 
identified vested interests situated across a broad 
spectrum from the Right to the Left, as well as 
‘what she called “destabilizers.” This category in- 
cluded coup plotters, smugglers and tax evaders. 

There was nothing refreshingly new in the 
speech. What we got was the President, post-May 
2004, summoning the demons she had been 
fighting in her past administration. What was 
new was the context. She put evaders in the con- 
text of the deficit. She pointed out that due to tax 
evasion and smuggling, tax collection fell to 12.5 
percent of gross domestic product in 2003 from 
17 percent in 1997. The country, we were re- 
mindgd, was losing P175 billion a year to techni 
cal smuggling through undervaluation of im- 
pons, and outright smuggling. Smuggling as ап 
aspect of corruption, has been a bane of all presi 
dents, including her father. 
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“Who is that Dr. Flavier anyway? Are we taking 
him in as a partner (Nakikisosyo ba siya sa atin)?" 
A quarrel ensued and, writes Dr. Flavier, “peace 
could be restored only by acceding to her hus- 
band's will hus resulting in the first pregnancy 
inthe study barrio. 
FLAVIER, the community organizer and family 
planning counselor, learned many lessons 
from this incident, including involving the 
women's husbands in their sessions, as well as 
Finally realizing that there is “need for consid- 
ering the realities of the human factors in- 
volved in family planning in the rural areas." 
‘The rhythm method, which involves track- 
ing a woman's fertility cycle to predict her fer- 
tile periods, usually by counting the days until 
her next period (which is also why it's known 
as the “calendar” method), is no longer con- 
sidered the only “reliable” method of so-called 
“natural” family planning. These days, the 
Catholic Church and other “faith-based” 
‘groups espouse what they call “modern natu- 
Tal family planning,” which like rhythm also 
calls for periodic abstinence but no longer re- 
lies on counting days. Instead, it helps а cou- 
ple predict the woman's fertile days by track- 
ing certain signs: a slight spike in a woman's 
basal body temperature (taken the moment 
she wakes up and before she gets up from bed) 
that indicates ovulation, and the characteris- 
tics of her cervical mucus, which takes on the 
consistency of egg whites when she's fertile. 
Recently, the Department of Health em- 
barked on an aggressive program to pro- 
mote modern NFB designating the Couples

artifacts together It was a coup that some ofthe 
artifacts from Spain itself which had never 
been loaned to museums in Madrid were al- 
lowed to travel half the world away co Manila, 
proof that the long historical ties berween the 
Philippines and Spain remain warm despite the 
overemphasis in our history textbooks on the 
Philippine Revolution (1896-1898). If we were 
to believe Teodoro Agoncillo, there was no 
Philippine history before 1872 and the founda- 
tion of the nation lies in the period 1896-1898, 
but when placed in a time-line that stretches all 
the way back to 1565, these are only two land- 
markyearsin 333 years. 

There is much more to our shared history 
that remain to be unearthed, studied and ap- 
preciated. 

‘Ongoing at the Ayala Museum is an exhibit of 
objects back in the Philippines for the first time 
in over a century: an album of watercolors by 
Justiniano Asuncion from the New York Public. 
Library, an album of watercolors by Damian 
Domingo from the Newberry Library in Chic 
go, and actual clothing as recorded in these wa- 
tercolors from the National Museum of Ethnol- 
ogy, Leiden. Both albums show the different 
types of people and their clothes in the early 
19th-century Philippines, In an age without 
commercial postcards or a camera, these were 
brought home by tourists as souvenirs. That 
they were made by early Filipino artists is now 
a bonus. Since libraries are not the primary 
concern of Filipino tourists who go to the Unit- 
ed States, very few people (mostly scholars) 
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She took the occasion to warn: “If these vested 
interests believe they can destabilize or sabotage 
our efforts they better think twice. Our people are 
behind me. have their mandate, and 1 am here to 
serve that mandate for our own best interests." 

‘Then she linked the question of vested inter- 
ests to a renewed campaign against corruption. 
‘She asked Filipinos “to unite in common purpose. 
and change the culture of corruption that besets 
government and commercial enterprises ali 

“The President said she would be a "more force- 
ful President" in the next six years, and that, be- 
ing a non-political President, "I don't have to be 
popular” The question that comes to mind is 
“whether she can crack down on corruption and 
whether she has the politcal will to batte vested 
interests, some of which are embedded in 
Congress, which is the center of resistance to new 
tax measures designed to enhance revenue to 
close the widening fiscal deficit. 

"The Presidents MOPC appearance is resonant 
of the penchant of her father, President Diosdado 
Macapagal, to seek battle with what he considered. 
as vested interests ranged against his "Moral Re- 
generation” program launched in 1962. The vest- 
ed interests then were the “sugar bloc” and the oli- 
garchy identified with the Lopez family. Macapa- 
gal sought to break the Lopezes control of Meral- 
5, by charging them with tax evasion. 

‘Since then, the demons have changed, but Ms 
“Arroyo is redeploying her father's approach to mo- 
bilize public support for unpopular moves. This 
approach requires creation о scapegoats. But hr 
father's Moral Regeneration program stumbled on 
the Stonehill case. (Ina forthcoming memoir, 1 will 
demonstrate why President Macapagal's adminis- 
tration was wrecked by the Stonehill cover-up.) 

Ms Arroyo does not want for scape- 
goats--among them coup plotters, who lurk in 
the dark, ready to destabilize her government as 
soon as she fails to show resolve in her new сог. 
ruption campaign and in administering hard 
medicine to cure the deficit problem. 
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for Christ, which began as a marriage enrich- 
ment movement but has since morphed into 
a conservative and militant “religious right” 
organization, to take charge of the training 
program. But in the way it's been promoting 
NFR mainly at the expense of the other mod- 
ern methods of family planning, it seems 
that the DOH and the CfC have learned none 
of the lessons that Flavier realized all those 
years ago in the barrios. 

1 BEGAN suspecting that the NFP trainors "sold" 
their method by puring down the other methods by 
listening tothe spiels of “prolife” panelists in vari- 
ous TV shows where Ive guested and the topic was 
the walang kamatayang issue of family planning. 

Let me interject at this point that I—and many 
other family planning advocates—have nothing 
against МЕР In fact, 1 wish it were easier to prac- 
tice, so that my husband and 1 wouldnt have felt 
like complete idiots when we couldn't get the 
hang fit 20 years ago as we tried to get pregnant 
a second time. As far as [m concerned, МЕР 
should be promoted as simply one of the safe, ef- 
fective and legal methods available to couples 
who want to plan their families. Convenient” 
should be in the lineup, but that doesn't exactly 
apply to NFR or maybe that's just me.) 

But to listen to the pro-lifers wax on and on 
about NFR you'd think it was the best thing since 
creation, and all other family planning methods 
are part ofa conspiracy against families. 

‘Now, the Couples for Christ is well within its 
rights to say what it wants about NFP and the 
other methods. But its another thing entirely 
when even information materials carrying the 
imprimatur of the Department of Health (and 
thus printed with public funds) begin dissemi- 
nating not just eerily similar assertions as that of 
the CIC, but also scientifically unsound and dis- 
credited information. Now that's violating the 
peoples most basic right to information, be- 
Cause to insist on propagating wrong informa- 
tion— especially when you know is wrong—is 
to engage in deception and deceit.

have been able or interested enough to see 
these wonderful albums. Now that they are 
home, Filipinos should take the opportunity to 
see and enjoy them. 

“Two decades ago, I requested to see the album 
of Philippine costumes in the New York Public Li- 
brary. They were not properly labeled and there 
was a small note on фе flyleaf that said they were 
by Damian Domingo. When I inquired about pho- 
toduplication, 1 was advised to bring my own 
camera and take pictures myself, Perhaps the li 
brary didn't know how valuable they were at the 
time, because anyone who walked in could gain 
access and handle it. 

Now we know better, and if people study the 
albums further, perhaps we will know more. 
The Newberry Library set has each plate indi- 
vvidually signed by Damian Domingo, but since 
these did not resemble any of the costume 
bums extant in Manila, 1 did not pay much 
tention because the Newberry had many more 
valuable treasures like Jose Rizal's medical and 
surgical notebooks and hundreds of documents 
оп the Spanish period that can make any Fil- 
ipino historian ecstatic. 

On a Fulbright research grant in 2000, 1 was 
able to do some research in Newberry. It was 
quite an experience to be asked to wear gloves 
‘when handling rare material, to have certain 
books on special pillows on my desk. No wonder. 

in their care live so long. (Last 
semester, Í placed my books in the school library 
for the students use and all were ruined by rough 
handling and photocopying.) 

‘That these two institutions have allowed 
these albums to travel home for a visit should 
е other institutions that have Philip 
pine material to do the same in the future. Now 
may be the time to draw up a wish list so that 
we can be inspired by old objects and make in- 
roads into the future.

‘over. Mothers pin Santo Niño medals on babies to protect them 
from illnesses and from harm in general. And what Filipino 
Catholic home would 2 

be complete without 
at least one image of 
the Santo Niño? 

1 know there's an 
entire. coffeetable 
book produced on the 
Santo Niño in the 
Philippines bu 1 
havent been able to 
geta copy so don't know how they explain this image's popu- 
ray. My hunch is that God, as God the Father and Jesus sall 
remain distant for many Filipinos. Too alien (especially God the. 
Father, who looks too much like the Spanish friars), too male. 
‘When the Filipino needs succor and comfort, the gentle Virgin 
Mary and the innocent Santo Niño are so much more approach- 
able. Note how Filipino mothers instill this Iove for the Santo 
Niño eariy in life, instructing children to pray to "Baby Jesus." 

Aplethora of Santo Niños 

The Santo Niño comes in many versions: fairskinned or 
dark-skinned, in simple or elaborate clothes, Perhaps reflecting 
my own personality and lifestyle, my favorite is the Santo Ni- 
ong Gala, the vagabond Santo Niño looking like a hobo, com- 
plete with sick and a bundle of clothes, always on the road. 

Gay couturiers love the Santo Niño, designing the most 
elaborate costumes for their statues, which are then paraded 
with other images when there are neighborhood religious 
activities, in a kind of fashion show. 

‘The Santo Nifio's popularity stems in part from its ability 
to be "adopted" by anyone, simply by changing its clothes. 
165 not just gay couturiers who love the Santo Niño, your 
epitome of machismo, soldiers and police, also have their 
Santo Niños perched on an altar and looking over their 
shoulders, decked out of course in the proper uniform. 

Government offices also constantly violate the constitu- 
tional separation of Church and State by displaying their own 
versions of Santo Niños, although 1 have to say [have not seen 
these Santo Niños decked out according to the agency's work 
(e.g. dressed as a doctor for the Department of Health). 

Ne noticed Santo Niños are also very popular in beerhous- 
es, bars and, well, what has been referred to euphemistically 
эз “bahay aliwan (houses of pleasure). No, those Santo Ni- 
fios aren't dressed, or undressed, for the occasion. 

In several church courtyards here in Manila, vendors 
hawk a Santo Nihong Hubad--yes, a naked Santo Niño, 
anatomically correct but physiologically not quite right. Let 
me explain that for lay people: yes, the anatomy can be cor- 
rect, but what they tried to get the correct anatomy to do, for 
an infant, wasn't exactly possible 

Mind you, this naked Santo Niño now comes in different 
versions. Гуе seen at least four different ones. A tiny one 
about 1-1/2 centimeters high, which you can carry in your 
wallet or put under your tongue (mare on this later). This 
image has two other larger versions. Then there's also one 
where Baby Jesus is on the palm of a hand. 

Custom-made functions 

What powers does the Santo Nifiong Hubad have? 

Туе always felt religious beliefs and practices але very mal- 
leable, adjusting to people's needs. Ask the Santo Nihong 
Hubad vendors what the little statues do and they'll tailor. 
their answers according to who's asking. 

If is a woman who inquires, they'll say the image brings 
good luck, especially the Santo Niño ona palm. fits an old- 
ег woman asking, the vendor is likely to suggest that carry- 
ing the Santo Niño around helps to keep a marriage intact. 

Now if the prospective buyer is a male, vendors will give 
you that inserutable smile. To me, they gave the standard 
generic reply, “Suerte” (good luck). Td heard of other more 
powerful functions of the Santo Nifiong Hubad and asked if 
itisagayuma, a love charm. The vendors were mum. I guess 
Tjust looked too academic to need such talismans. 

“Тһе first time I heard about the Santo Niñong Hubad, I did 
ask Tita Gilda Cordero Fernando, an authority on Filipino 
popular culture, about it and she scoffed, "Goodness, that's 
been around for many years. You're supposed to swallow it.” 

Swallow? Maybe the earlier versions were, well, edible 
but the ones they sell now are metal ones, and Г definitely 
advise against swallowing it. It cen be quite awkward ex- 
plaining to the doctors in the emergency room what they 
needtofishoutofyourgut. — -. 

Anyway, the mystery of the Santo Nihong Hubad persist- 
ed. I bought a few, distributed them to my mother and aunts 
(one of whom brought it to her parish priest to bless, which 
he declined) and continued to ask around. 

Until one day 1 showed it to the father of my parner, а 
crusty working-class super-macho male if there ever was 
one. He smiled and said it was “mabisa,” very effective. A 
man of few words, he elaborated a bit about putting the 
age under your tongue and thus armed, anyone you whisper 
sweet nothings to would not be able to say no. 

The next week when we met, he slipped a piece of paper 
into my hand and told me to follow the instructions carefully 
“Buhayin mo,” he grunted. 

Tewas chilling: he was telling me to bring the image to life 
first, before it could work, and he had just passed on prayers 
and incantations to use for nine Fridays ina row. 


‘Our many Santo Niños, not just the Santo Nifiong Hubad, 
tellus so much about Philippine society. Гуе mentioned how 
maybe the child Jesus is so much more approachable 
Maybe, too, that's why the Santo Nio is so popular in gov- 
ernment offices, displayed to radiate some kind of continu- 
‘ous absolution 1 once had to go through Customs to claim a 
shipment of books and was struck by the many Santo Niño 
statues in the offices. Why, nearly every desk had one. Then 
it occurred to me, as Iran the gauntlet of numerous Customs 
officials signing clearances, that thelr desk drawers were all 
open, presumably to receive bribes, oops, I meant heaven's 
blessings... and the Santo Niho's forgiveness. 

And the Santo Nifiong Hubad? Who knows? My part- 
пегз mother claims, tongue in cheek, she was a "victim" of 
this Santo Niño and her husband's lethal whisper while 
my partner's father, when he gave me the piece of paper, 
warned me, "Don't ever teach this to my son. He knows too 
much already" 

1 don’t believe in the occult so Ive filed the spells away, to- 
gether with the Santo Nifiong Hubad images. We get the 
partners we deserve and whether they stay or not depends 
пог so much on naked Santo Niños under our tongue, than 
on how we use our hearts and ош minds, 

The naked Santo Niño bares Philippine society daring us 
to think about all our existential anxieties around love and 
marriage and life itself.

30 centavos/KWh discount to res- 
idential consumers, which was 
mandated by the Electric Power 
Industry Reform Actof 2001 (Epi- 
та). It was really a sweetener for 
the immediate passage of the bill. 
This resulted to an annual loss of 
P34 billion based: on the 2002 
annual sales of 34.4 billion kWh, 
the discount applied only to the 
residential consumers. 

‘The other was the order of the 
President in May 2002 for Napoc- 
or to limit its PPA (purchased pow- 
er adjustment) charge to only 40 
centavos/kWh when its actual 
PPA was then P1.25/kWh—thus a 
loss of 85 centavos/kWh, or P29 
billion per year. 

Now the additional income 
from the new rates is around P33 
billion, effectively wiping out the 
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losses resulting from politically 
motivated discounts. The 2002 
net loss of around P33 billion is al- 
so offset and Napocor may regis- 
ter a net income next year, espe- 
cially when the ERC finally de- 
cides to approve the full amount 
of P1.87 that has been petitioned. 
In the meantime, President 
Macapagal-Arroyo can say that 
consumers continue to benefit 
from the discount mandated by 
Epira and from the reduced PPA or- 
dered by her, when the truth is that 
Napocor is actually picking our 
pockets to recover the discounts it 
has given out. Ms Arroyo and 
Napocor win, the consumers lose.

BACOLOD CITY—Land reform 
beneficiaries scored a major vie 
tory after the Supreme Court 
ruled that lower courts have no 

? jurisdiction over agrarian reform 
disputes and that it belongs ex- 
dlusively to the Department of 
Agrarian Reform (DAR). 

"The High Tribunal said that all 
controversies on the implementa- 
tion of the Comprehensive Agrar- 
ian Reform Program (CARP) fall 
under the jurisdiction of the DAR, 
even though they raise questions 
that are also legal or constitution- 
alin nature. 

Therefore, it said, "all doubts 
should be resolved in favor of the 
DAR since the law has granted it 
special and original authority to 
hear and adjudicate agrarian 
matters,” 

The ruling by the Supreme 
Court Third Division, dated Sept. 
23, 2004, stemmed from a case 
filed by the DAR against sugar 
planter Roberto Cuenca and La 
Carlota City Regional Trial Court 


Carlota City under the Compre- 
hensive Agrarian Reform Pro- 
gram (CARP). 

Combong issued a temporary 
restraining order and later a writ 
of preliminary injunction, which 
directed the DAR to stop imple- 
menting the CARP coverage on 
the Cuenca property. 

‘The DAR questioned the RTC 
ruling before the CA.

Good money 

Revilla, whose real name is Jose 
Bautista, was at the height of his ca- 
reer in the early 70s when he put up 
his own Imus Productions and 
churned out one hit after another. In 
most of these movies—at least 50 of 
them, he said—he was the star, direc- 
tor, writer, researcher and sometimes 
the legman. 

“Legman because I had to fetch my 
leading ladies, cajole them when they 
were not in the mood,” he said. “I did 
everything for my movies, and 1 have 
been repaid very well. I earned good 
money and was able to buy land and 
property in Cavite. | was able to save 
arid even develop subdivisions in 
Imus and Kawit, both prime towns in 
Cavite. All that | have came from my 
movies.” 

He was discovered for the movies 
by producer Cortes Quilatan of 
CorQui Productions in the 505 while 
he was pumping gas by hand at a 
gasoline station which he owned. 
Quilatan renamed the gasoline boy 
Acuña Gallardo for the movies. But 
the actor became a superstar only 
about rwo decades later. 

He first languished in small roles 
in LYN movies, but got his first star- 
ring role when he joined Sampaguita 
Pictures where the late Dr.Jose Perez 
renamed him Ramon Revilla and put 
him in the movie “Ulila ng Bataan,” 
where he played the savior of Tessie 
Agana. When his contract expired, 
he moved to Larry Santiago Produc- 
tions and then temporarily quit the 
business, opting to take a job as a 
criminal investigator in Camp Crame 
and later on working at the Bureau 
of Customs where he stayed for eight 
years.

PHILIPPINE Airlines and Cebu Pacific Air said they were 
considering another round of increases in their fares, say- 
ing that the $6 fuel surcharge for every one-way overseas 
ticket imposed last June was not enough to cover the ris- 


ing costof fuel. 

Both carriers are worried that 
the profits they made in the previ- 
ous months may be wiped out by 
the substantial increases in their 
fuel cost. 

PAL controlled by Ludo Tan,

P654 million in losses incurred in 
the last fiscal year ending March 
2004.

FILIPINOS are not really clueless when it 
comes to achieving financial freedom. 
Most philosophies peddled by so-called fi- 
nancial gurus were ingrained ages ago in 
the Filipino psyche. Д 

Saving for the rainy day, living within 
your means--these mantras have corre- 
sponding sayings in Filipino. They are not 
new, pioneering, or original. 

‘The things that stump most Filipinos, 
though, are the little details: how to com- 
pute net worth, what exactly to expect 
from their savings or checking account, 
why their checks bounce, where and how 
to buy a bond and how to compute its re- 
tums, or making sense of the growing 
‘numberof pre-need plans available. Invest- 
ment professionals take these details for 
granted, but they frustrate and intimidate 
most Filipinos. 

Moreover, books on personal finance 
that are available in local bookstores are 
not very helpful to Filipinos seeking finan- 
cial advice as they are often written for an 
‘American, rather than Filipino, audience.

in the bookstores are useless. They talk 
about IRAs and instruments that are not 
available here, only in the United States."

NTC orders Meridian, 2 telcos, 
to settle dues or face sanctions

THE NATIONAL Telecommunications Com- 
mission has ordered Meridian Telekoms Inc., 
Bell Telecommunications Phils. and a phone 
company in Pampanga to settle outstanding 
regulatory dues or face sanctions. 

Phone, broadcast networks and cable com- 
panies were supposed to settle yesterday their 
regulatory fees for 2004. The NTC said it 
sou accepted payments until mid- 
night. 

But some covered entities are questioning 
the NTC's computation of regulatory fees and 
thus, have refused to pay their outstanding 
dues. Pilipino Telephone Corp., for instance, 
allegedly has unpaid dues of P1.3 billion since 
1997. 

But NTC chair Ronald Solis said that cov- 
ered entities should adopt the commission's 
computation of regulatory fees, which was 
SO centavos for every P100 of paid capital. 

"We have resolved the (computation) issue 
once and for all,” said Solis. "They should

The case of carrots 

One has heard of the “carrot or 
stick approach” in motivating a

For six months, Chinese carrots 
were sold at P7 a kilo. Asa result, 
80,000 Cordillera carrot farmers 
were forced to sell their produce 
way below their break-even price 
of P10. In addition, the Chinese 
carrots posed serious health risks.

This letter stated: "We pose 
no objection to the tentative re- 
lease of the carrots shipment to 
the importer for storage purposes 
only” The Alyansa Agrikultura, in 
a Senate hearing earlier this 
month, had already stated their 
objection to a similar arrange- 
ment granted by the BPI last Aug. 
25. This was for 154 containers of 
smuggled imported onions. The 
recent BPI letter made the farm- 
ers feel that the knife was being 
twisted in their wound. 

In the same letter, the BPI di- 
rector wrote: "The necessary im- 
port permit must first be secured 
from this bureau before the same 
can be introduced to the local 

_ market.” The farmers believe this 
violates two regulations: an im- 
port permit cannot be given to a 
product that has not passed the 
PRA and that an import permit 
cannot be given when the prod- 
ча has already arrived.

UNIVERSAL Robina Corp. (URC) plans to 
open a new food manufacturing plant in 
Hanoi, Vietnam, early next year, according to 
industry sources. 

Encouraged by the sharp growth of Viet- 
manis economy, URC has decided to set up 
shop there to manufacture snacks, biscuits 
and candies, sources said. 

Already, URC has opened a commercial of- 
fice in Ho Chi Minh City. 

Lance Gokongwei, URC president and chief 
operating officer, earlier said he expected 
an operacions in Vietnan to start March 


Gokongwei said URC would set aside $40 
million this year to fund its expansion in both 
local and regional operations. 

Aside from Vietnam, URC has manufactur- 
ing plants in Thailand, Indonesia, Malaysia 
and China. It maintains commercial offices in 
Singapore and Hong Kong. 

Gokongwei also said URC would spend 
roughly $25 million to expand its production 
capacity for snacks in Indonesia, its biscuit 
production in Thailand, and its planned can- 
dy operation in Vietnam. 

URC would also expand distribution lines. 
in other cities in China, he added. 

The Gokongwei-led holding firm JG Sum- 
mit Holdings plans to introduce its popular 
salty snack line “Jack & Jill asa regional food 
brand. It also hopes to expand its products 
abroad to include biscuit and chocolate 
brands. 

“Seeing the promise of growth in the 
Asian region, we will continue the expan- 
sion of our branded consumer food prod- 
ucts regionally” James Go, URC chairman, 
told stockholders last year. "We will be exe- 
cuting regional sourcing strategies to bene- 
fit from locations with the lowest cost of 
production and raw materials for specific 
products." 

Despite increasing competition and weak 

economic conditions in the Philippines, 
URC posted net sales growth of 15.6 рег. 
cent to P13.4 billion as of March. The figure 
represented its first half results with the fis- 
cal year ending September, based on finan- 
cial statements to the PSE. The growth was 
fueled by URC's branded consumer foods 
line, expansion of international operations 
in Southeast Asia, and strong sales of local 
agro-industrial products and commodity 
foods. 
Recently, URC reorganized its manage 
ment, restructured its sales unit and consoli 
dated manufacturing operations and assets in 
Shanghai. 

In the Philippines, the company plans to 
improve flour and sugar milling operations. It 
also plans to introduce new products in the 
snacks segment like chocolates, biscuits and 
candies. 

URC aims to make its mark in Asia over the 
next five years as a major regional food 
brand. 

Last year, URC became a market leader in 
biscuits in Thailand. In Malaysia, it contin- 
ued its aggressive growth in coated nuts, 
potato chips and chocolates. In Indonesia, 
its subsidiary grew revenues dramatically 
and was touted asa leader in the candy seg- 
ment.

Realizing this, the 39 national 
and local federations and organi- 
zations of farmers and fisherfolk 
in all the major agriculture sub- 
sectors have organized into the 
Alyansa Agrikultura. They wish 
to work with the government for 
our nation's development, rather 
than resort to armed struggle. But 
the government must reciprocate 
this show of support by stopping 
the abuses like those shown in the 
case of Cordillera carrot farmers. 
Recently, we have seen signs of 
a favorable action by the govern- 
ment, such as the anti-smuggling 
decisions of Jereos and Yap. To 
Survive as a nation, the farmers 
and the government must contin- 
ue working together like this, and 
heed Мотіез advice before itis 
too late: Love each other or perish.

Tuna firms invest 
P350M to meet 
export demand

TWO TUNA processing companies based in 
General Santos City in Mindanao are set to 
pour in some P350 million in fresh invest- 
ments to upgrade facilities to meet additional 
export orders abroad. 

Cesar Drilon, Department of Agriculture 
undersecretary, yesterday said that General 
Tuna Corp. and Celebes Canning Corp. would. 
separately embark on expansion plans to ac- 
commodate orders for the manufacture of tu- 
ma products 

Drilon said General Tuna Corp., a sub- 
sidiary of Century Canning Corp., would in- 
west some P289 million to expand its canned 
tuna production facilities, generating some 
564 new jobs in the area. General Tuna Corp. 
‘manufactures the 555 Sardines brand. 

Celebes Canning, on the other hand, would 
sink in P58 million to increase its annual out- 
put to 15,600 metric tons from an annual ca- 
pacity of 8,386 metric tons. 

Drilon said General Tuna Corp. would also 
engage in the manufacture of foiled tuna 
pouches. 

"Tuna in aluminum foil pouches has become 
inereasiigly popular in Europe because the 
packaging preserves ће fresh taste and firm tex- 
ture of the fish as compared to canned produces. 

"Tuna is one of the country's top marine and 
aquaculture exports in recent years. Exports of 
the product in 2003 were pegged at $157 mil- 
lion, marking a slight increase from the $144 
million posted in 2002, according to the DA 
and the Department of Trade and Industry

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Putting a kick into consumer promotions

‘MOST everyone loves a promo- 
tion, 

For consumers, an otherwise 
‘mundane shopping trip is made 
more exciting by the prospect of 
coming home with more than 
what they started with—a cash 
prize, an appliance showcase, 
evena car! 

For marketers, a promotion 
usually increases sales, It is rela- 
tively simple to execute, and re- 
sults are easy to measure, unlike 
other types of marketing activi- 
sties like advertising, for example. 

However, this tool is often mis- 
“used, leading to the proliferation 
‘of mediocre promotions. 

But there are ways to stand out 
from the crowd, with a little cre- 
‘ativity and imagination, in- 
"formed bya clear strategy. 

Before we discuss some of the 
ey ingredients to a successful 
promotion, let's first look at the 
common mistakes in promotions. 


Promotions pitfalls 

1) Speed Bump: Seeing pro- 
motions as merely a vehicle to get 
sa quick volume bump. 

This is not an unworthy objec- 
tive in itself. However, a promo- 
tion ean do so much more than 
just generate a short-term sales 
increase. 

^ great promotion can create 
brand personality, can carve out a 
competitive advantage, and can 
drive sales with results that last long. 
after the promotional window. 

2) Sleeping Beauty: Boring 
“consumers with the usual promo 


and the usual prizes. 

Conducting the same promo- 
tion year after year after year can 
lull your customers to sleep. In- 
ject some excitement to the same 
tired concept by changing ele- 
ments of the concept, the prizes, 
the look, the feel. 

3) The Attack ofthe Clones: 
Promo sequels, like movie se- 
quels, are rarely as good as the 
original. a 

After the first or second time, 
consumers either stop paying at- 
tentionorthe promotion does not 
have the same impact. 

However, every once in a 
while, a promotion is so com- 
pelling, unusual or remarkable 


that it bears repeating. But learn 
to quite while you're ahead. 

4) Bargain Basement Prizes: 
‘Trinkets and other useless premi- 
ums do not a successful promo- 
tion make. Cheap prizes such as 
caps, key chains, or Tshirts with a 
brand logo don't usually impress 
anyone. These usually end up be- 
ing given away or discarded. 

5) Dont count on it: If you 
don't measure the results of your 
Promotion, then how will you ev- 
er know if it was successful? 

Measuring the returns, both 
qualitative and quantitative, on 


formula. 

Now that we've looked at some 
ofthe mistakes in promotions, ers 
now talk about some of the ingre- 
dients to a successful promotion. 


Recipe for success. 

1) Relevant brand linkage: 
Like any marketing program, a 
good promotion must be an- 
chored on a strong strategic posi- 
tioning, a clearly defined target 
audience, and clear benefits for 
joining for the target audience. 

Lets take the example of Mc- 
Donald's 101 Dalmatians promo 


tians,” the promotion reinforced 
McDonald's positioning as a fun 
destination for children. The con- 
cept was simple, the target audi- 
ence clear, and benefits for join- 
ing, tangible. 

‘With the purchdse of a happy 
пе, customers received Dal 
tian figures in different poses, 
which they would otherwise have 
to pay for. Different figures were 
featured weekly. Thus, families 
would keep coming back to Mc- 
Dorald's every. week to avail of 
their newest Dalmatian figures. 

“The promotion was so success- 
ful, not only with children, that 1 
‘would often find the people in the. 
office repeatedly going back to Mc- 
Donald's to collec these figures. 

2) Unique premise: Jollibee 
‘once launched a promotion called 
“Sikat” It featured different 
sars/love teams who promoted 
certain meal combinations that 
would be offered at significantly 
lower prices when ordered togeth- 
er vs. when ordered individually 

This successful promo intro- 
duced a unique premise in cross- 
selling of food in the fastfood in- 
dustry. It gave birth to what is 
now a standard offer in most fast 
food outlets: the value meals. 

3) Highly desirable prizes: 
Highly desirable does not neces- 
sarily translate to expensive. Re- 
fer back to the McDonald's exam- 
ple. They do, however, have to be 
relevant to your target market's 
needs and lifestyles. 

Prizes that are typically appreci 
ated across most market segments 


reveals that instant gratification is 
preferred over delayed gratifica- 
tion. Thus, prizes given out on the 
spot are often more potent moti- 
vatocs for purchase, as opposed to 
having to wait for months to find 
‘out if you won a prize or not. 

4) Participants believe they can 
win: Participants must believe 
that they have a good chance (or 
atleast a fair chance) of winning. 

If a promo has only one big 
prize across hundreds of thou- 
sands of participants, chances are 
the impact on purchasing may 
not be as great. Spread out your 
budget to incorporate both quali 
ty of prizes as well as quantity. 

То illustrate, one car is equiva- 
lent in value to 100 cellular 
phones, 80 computers, 50 laptops, 
100 Ipods, or 200 cash prizes of 
P5,000 each. Which do you think 
would produce more results? 

5) Simple and easy to joi 
Make sure that your promotional 
concept is simple and easy to 
grasp. Complicated promotions 
lead to misunderstandings lead- 
ing to customer ill will. 

Tt also turns off potential par- 
ticipants who do not usually have 
the time or patience to study 
complicated mechanics. 

So the next time you conceptu- 
alize a promo, try to stand out. 
Formulate your strategy, define 
your target audience, create a 
unique premise, put a lot of 
thought into the prizes, unleash 
your creativity and imagination.

EVER wondered why wealthy indi 
viduals, families and even corpora- 
tions set up foundations? 

Why would-anyone set up an in- 
stitution that basically 
gives away money? 
Some of these founda- 
tions even have global outreach 
programs, like the Rockefeller 
Foundation or the Ford Foundation; 
and which have outlived their 
founders. 

Is the motivation to set ира foun- 
ation purely altruistic? Or is there 
also a pragmatic reason behind the 
lofty objectives that founders pro- 
claim to aspire to, when they set up 

foundation named after their fam- 
ily surname? 

"This article addresses these ques- 
tions in two parts. The first part cov- 
ers some ofthe principal reasons why 
a foundation сап bean effective fami- 
1y wealth planning (FWP) tol. 

The second, to come out next 
week, discusses the regulatory re- 
quirements in setting up a founda- 
tion so that it becomes such an ef- 
fective tool. 


Wealth planning tool 

Foundations are set up for both 
altruistic and pragmatic reasons. 

Foundations can be effective 
tools in preserving the societal lega- 
cy ofa family and its wealth. A foun- 
dation can provide the vehicle 
through which family wealth sur- 
plus can be channeled to escape in- 
come and other taxes on transfers of 
wealth. 

The accumulated wealth from 
the family in the foundation can 
then remain effectively still within 
the control of the family and can be 
directed to uses which the family 
deems appropriate in preserving its 
social status and legacy to the com- 
muni. 

Ordinarily, under ^ Section 
34(H)(1) of the Tax Code, the 
amount of charitable contributions 
allowed to be deductible from tax- 
able income should nor exceed 5 
percent of a corporations taxable 
income for the year, computed with- 
out the benefit of the charitable de- 
duction 


‘Stranger’

ceiling is 10 percent of his or her 
taxable income similarly computed

Тһе regulations define “net gift” 
as the net economic benefit from 
the transfer that accrues to the 
donee or beneficiary. Thus, if a 
mongaged property is transferred 
as а gift with the beneficiary assum- 
ing the morgage liability, the net 
gift amount is measured by the fair 
market value of the property less 
theamount of mortgage assumed. 

However when the donation is 
made to a foundation that has re- 
ceived proper accreditation from 
the tax authorities and relevant gov- 
ernment agencies, donations or be- 
quests to the foundation become 
fully allowable deductions from the 
taxable income of the donor or the 
estate making the bequest. 

Moreover, the donation to the ac- 
credited foundation is exempt from 
thedonor'stax. 


Family firms 

Family corporations, which may 
otherwise be subjected to the 10 
percent improperly accumulated 
earings tax (АЕТ), may donate 
the excess of the corporate retained 
earnings of a given year to their 
family foundation, whenever the re- 


Ifthe net gift amount is: 


donations by the wealthy family's 
founder, to his heirs and various 
beneficiaries including the family 
foundation, can be effected during 
the founder's remaining lifetime, to 
effectively reduce the estate tax ex- 
posure of the founders estate that 
attaches upon his death. 

How this can be so, may be seen 
from the tables below. (See tables) 

Thus, the transfer of an amount 
ofover P10 million via donation toa 
donee who is not a stranger will in- 
сига donors tax liability consistir 
ога fixed tax of a little over P1 mil- 
lion and only a 15 percent tax rate 
on the excess of P10 million. 

‘The same amount transferred at 
time of death will result in an estate 
tax which has a higher fixed tax 
component of P1.215 million, as 
well as a higher 20 percent tax rate 
on the excess of P10 million. 

As said earlier, when the founda- 
tion is duly accredited in accor- 
dance with the rules and regula- 
tions of the tax authorities, the 
whole amount of the donation to 
the foundation becomes fully de- 
ductible from the donors taxable 
income in the year of donation. 

Just as significantly the donation 
itself becomes fully exempt from 
the donor' tax, provided no more 
than 30 percent of the donation 
shall be spent by the foundation for 
administrative purposes. (To be 
continued.)

realistic marketing

‘© What is an attainable and a realistic 
marketing objective? 

ө How do we know we've set an attainable 
and a realistic objective before we've formu- 
lated the marketing programs necessary toat- 
tain that objective? 

Books on marketing planning tell us that 
setting objectives is an iterative process. 

You can't tell ar the start of planning if your. 
marketing objectives are attainable and real 
istic until you've gathered more market data 
tocompose your marketing programs. 

les only after you've developed your mar- 
кейп mix and its component product, place- 
ment, promotion and pricing programs that 
you can then get back to your objectives and 
ask: “Are the marketing mix and its compo- 
nent programs in my marketing plan strong 
and realisticenough to attain my objectives?” 

Tes rare to get a “yes” on the first try. It's 
usualiya“no.” And the по" could bea “some- 
what,” “quite, "or "definitely" 

At this point, the planning iteration can take 
either of two options. One is to strengthen the. 
component programs. You can take this option 
if you have top management support for the 
needed additional investment and the budget 
for the required program strengthening. 


Throw money at your program...? 

‘There is of course another strengthening 
avenue to explore. Adding more financial and 
other resources assumes that your developed 
Programs have optimal or near optimal pro- 
ductivity И this is not so, you can go after 
ways and meansof raising productivity where 
it can be improved. 

Then, you can check back if the improved 
productivity has made for a set of marketing

That's the phase before you've 
developed the marketing programs required 
to accomplish them. 

in some sense; this is what the three objec- 
tives we analyzed attempted to do. The first ob- 
jective relates to the ultimate market response 
that the marketing plan is after, Thats sales 

We said that sales is a function of the total 
marketing mix or its component marketing 
programs acting together. 

"The second objective talked about the com- 
ponent ad media program's objective of attain- 
ing brand awareness in the two market seg- 
ments of consumers and business customers 

The third objective referred to another 
component program. Thats the distribution 
program's objective of gaining placement in 
Computer retailers after three months and 
thenaftersix months 

The immediate and emergent suggestion 
seems clear. That's for your marketing plan to 
go on specifying the objectives for the rest of 
the marketing mix's component programs. 

These are the programs for product posi- 
tioning, advertising copy, consumer and trade. 
promotion, and pricing. 

"When you've defined those objectives for 
those specific components, you've presum- 
ably completed the designation of the neces- 
sary targets for enabling each of your market- 
ing mix elements and their mix to attain the 
objectives of sales and market share. 

We said "presumably" because that's pre- 
cisely what's missing in the process we've ex- 
amined so far. The specification of those com- 
ponent objectives must clearly show thar they 
are the required realistic targets for attaining 
sales and market share. 

Even if we just limit ourselves to the two 
component objectives in our PDA example that 
we used last week, the objective setting formu- 
lation failed to show how the two objectives for 
ad media and for distribution will contribute to 
achieving the targeted sales and marker share. 

How can this contribution be shown? How 
can your objective setting and planning show 
this contributory relationship of the objec- 
tives of your component programs to the 
overall objective of the total marketing mix? 

“There are at least two ways of doing this. 
One is by benchmarking, The other is by the. 
use of relational metrics in the objectives. (To 
becontinued.)

BAGUIO CITY—The Filipino workers? 
ability to adapt to foreign cultures 
would ensure his survival in a global 
economy. 

This was one of the conclusions of 
a study on the contemporary Filipino 
worker conducted by the Personnel 
Management Association of the 
Philippines and Hewitt Inc, a US- 
based human relations consultancy 
firm. 

‘This adaptability, however, was not 
something to cheer about, according 
to sociologist Randy David of the Uni- 
versity of the Philippines 

He said during the 41st PMAP con- 
yention here that this supposed edge 
“distorted the Filipino's racial self-es- 
teem.” 


Love for America 

‘According to Nicasio Lim, chair of 
the PMAP international affairs commit- 
tee, studies showed that Overseas Fil- 
ipino Workers have conquered almost 
every outpost of the globe because of 
their natural love for America." 

Filipinos, he said, learned to ex- 
pose themselves to different cultures. 
because of their attachment to the 
country’s last colonizer. 

Thus, without a sturdy national 
identity, Filipinos were more “open to 
anything foreign” than other Asians, 
Lim said. 

Filipinos have also mastered the 
art of "multi-tasking," and were pre- 
ferred abroad for their “patience, per- 
severance and persistence,” accord- 
ing to the PMAP study. 

He added that the Filipinos’ subse- 
quent experience with sharp cass dis- 
tinctions and political instability also 
taught them to "thrive in chaos.” 


Wrong values 
For Bayani Fernando, chair of the 
Metropolitan Manila. Development 
Authority (MMDA), the average Fil- 
ipino worker was still defined by his 
“indolence,” raising the hackles of 
some expert at the convention. 
Fernando aired his sentiments on

“Well, unlike my predecessor (Williams) 
who was down and out with gold, we are very 
positive, Jewelry accounts for 70-80 percent 
(of demand), but at the end of the day, gold is 
a monetary asset.”

Unhealthy lifestyle can 
cause premature death 


OVER the next years, unhealthy lifestyle will be 
опе of the leading causes of premature deaths, 
especially among Americans, a study says. 

Results of the study, which was published in 
the Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, showed that unhealthy habits such as 
smoking, poor diet and physical inactivity ac 
count for 39 percent of deaths in the United 
States. According to James Marks, one of the re- 
searchers ofthe study, these practices will be the. 
leading cause of death if people don't modify 
their lifestyle.

КБ indeed good news that effective treat- 
ment modalities are now available for the man- 
agement of diabetes, like a combination thera- 
ру According to Fontanilla, in the old days, 
management of diabetes was limited to insulin. 


and oral medications such as the sulfonylureas. 
“Sulfonytureas cause your pancreas to secrete. 
more insulin. Eventually since diabetes is a pro- 
gressive disease, the pancreas gets exhausted 
‘and can no longer produce insulin. By that time, 
sulfonylureas would no longer be effecrive. You 
would be left with insulin as the only alternative. 
treatment," she said. 

In the last decade, more medications to con- 
bat diabetes have become available, The devel 
‘opment ofa two-in-one drug-combining rosigli- 
tazone that saves the pancreas from expiration. 
and metformin-which helps prevent the liver 
from putting out too much sugar, isa boon. 

"These medications can complement cach 
other. When given together they can produc 
greater reductions in blood sugar than when 
given alone," said Fontanilla. 

"The combination of rosiglitazone and met 
formin has been proven in several clinical trials 
The Empire (Escalation of Metformin versus the 
Initiation of Rosiglitazone Early) study showed! 
that more patients reached their targeted blood 
sugar levels with the early addition of rosiglita 
‘zone ro metfonnin than those who are receiving 
the maximum dose of metformin alone. 

“Together with diet and exercise, combination 
therapy will greatly help patients in achieving 
their target blood sugar levels. But most impor 
tantly, combination therapy will help them tu 
avoid the serious complications that come with 

he disease. Patients with type 2 diabetes shoulil 
consult their doctors to learn more about new 
treatments that could potentially put a stop to 
the progression of their disease.

“The women's market is strong(er] world- 
wide,” added Zanardi-Landi.
